1 can (8 oz) Pillsbury® refrigerated crescent dinner 
rolls OR 1 can (8 oz) Pillsbury® Crescent Recipe Cre- 
ations® refrigerated seamiess dough sheet 
2 1/2 slices American cheese, quartered (2.5 oz)

into 4 rectangles- 

. • With knife or krtrhen scissors, cut each rectangle 
lengthwise into 10 piece, making a total of 40 piec- 
e dough. Slice cheese slice into quarters (1/2 
slice cheee, cut in half). 

• Wrap 4 piee of dough around eKh hot dog and 
1/4 slice of cheese to look like "bandage," stretching 
dough slightly to completdy cover hot dog. About 
1/2 in^ from one end of each hot dog, separate 
"bandage" so hot dog shows through for "face. "On 
ungreased large cookie sheet, place wrapped hot 
dogs (cheese side down); spray dough lightly with 
cooking spray. 

• Bake 13 to 17 minute or until dough is light golden 
brown and hot dogs are hot. With mustard, draw 
feature on "fece."

Lightly spread bottoms of 
chocolate kisses with frosting; place on peanut butter 
cups. Cut a small hole in the comer of pastry or plastic 
bag; insert a small star tip. Fill the bag with frosting and 
pipe stars around the base of each peanut butter cup. 
Secure a hat to each witch with a dab of 
frosting. Vield: 1 dozen.

After Anthony 
graduated High School he landed a scholarship 
in the theater department at Point Park Univer- 
sity but during tfie summer course, he realized 
that theater wasn't in his future and dropped 
out. 

Anthony took some time away from the enter- 
tainment industry and worked undercover secu- 
rity at Disney World in Orlando, Florida. After a 
year of working there, he moved back and took 
friends advice and dived into the w/orld of pro- 
fessional wrestling. He worked with the local 
federations, United States Championship Wres- 
tling and Central Wrestling Federation. Anthony wrestled with such legendary names as Sid Vi- 
cious, Kamala, the Pit-Bulls and the Honkey Tonk Man. 

In 2005, his life changed forever when he wrote a screenplay 'A Hitman's Foot, a mafia comedy. 
Anthony also played the lead role as Frankie Shoes. The film was directed by childhood friend 
B.C. Furtney. 

After that Anthony decided to direct his own films. His first film was 'Retina', a psychological thrill- 
er. Once 'Retina' was completed, he did a few other short horror films but it was 'Family Portraif 
that landed him in his first ever Horror Festival. In 2007 it was shown at the Rhode Island Horror 
Festival. Since then he has done such features as ‘12/24’, which also did a festival run and includ- 
ed Best Film 2011 Pittsburgh Hon’or Festival. 

Anthony also has a show called ‘Celebrity Paranormal Lockdown', a reality show on the same 
lines as the show 'Ghost Adventures’. He has 
worked with such stars as Tiffany Shepis, Stephen 
Geoffteys, the late Corey Haim, Shane Douglas 
and Miguel Nunez. Anthony still has acting in 
blood as he recentiy starred in such films as 
'Deafft from Above' and 'Do Not Disturb'. Anthony 
has just landed a film he will be directing and pro- 
ducing early next year called 'Dark Force’, a film 
based on the book ‘Dark Force' by author Bill 
Bean. 

Anthony is also co-running his first ever horror fes- 
tival this Halloween, Horror-Con at the Garden.

Individuals who celebrate this day may be found wearing wooden skull masks, also 
n as caiacas. A dance of celebration in the honor of their deceased loved ones is also a cherished practice of 
ay. Altars are found to be elaborately decorated with the wooden skulls along with pictures of the deceased, 
•se, flowers and candles. The altars must contain food such as candy, bread, fruit, and nuts to bring in the 
~ spirits. Toys are also avallablefor the spirit of a child. Wooden skulls are not the only kind used for this day. 
ou have a sweet tooth, you can decorate a sugar skull decorated with the name of a deceased relative or friend 
the forehead. Individuals eat this as a delightful treat. There are many people with elaborate beautiful makeup 
their faces as well. Many families visit cemeteries to decorate the graves and spend the day with the deceased, 
ere is music, parades, playing cards and reminiscing occurring at the cemeteries. This practice is not Just limited 
Mexico but is also found in other parts of the world. So according to this tradition your loved ones who have 
tsed away will visit you on these nights.

Fright Land amusement park is closing down for the last time. 
Lack of business and interest have lead to poor sales and no 
profit. The park's owner, Mr, Hyde {played by Doug Bradley) de- 
vises a scheme to sell tickets once again. He hires two back- 
woods Appalachian men to break into the park after hours and 
gruesomely dispatch the park's employees. Hyde believes the 
murders will create a media sensation for the park. People will 
buy tickets once again just to see where it all happened. Once 
it's done, they can even begin to sell souvenirs and theme rides 
based on the murders, 





The employees are busy planning their annual 
end of season party inside the gates. This year 
the park is closing so they're going to send it off 
in style. They sneak alcohol inside and begin to 
party. Not long after, Jennifer (Wendy Wygant) 
realizes one of the employees is missing. While 
looking for him, she sees the two masked men 
inside the park and runs to warn the others. 

Soon, others go missing and bodies begin to 
turn up. With the gates are chained and the 
phones are dead, Jennifer soon comes face to 
face with the killers. 

The shooting schedule consisted of 24 days of 
filming, most of which took place inside Con- 
neaut Lake Park, Pennsylvania. Additional foot- 
age was shot at the University of Pittsburgh and 
the studios of Pittsburgh Community Television. 
The film was shot primarily at night, using as little 
light as possible. This helped capture an iconic, 
traditional look of 80s horror. Filming at Conneaut 
Lake Park took place while the park was closed 
and refitted from their Halloween- themed Ghost 
Lake event to the normal, summer season look. 
The production took advantage of a haunted 


house and various other attractions left up year 
round for Ghost Lake. 

Scream Park embraces the 1980s style of 
slasher cinema. It is the story of an old amuse- 
ment park closing for the last time, and its 
owner’s diabolical, vicious plot to keep selling 
tickets. 

The film was always to be shot in the style of so 
many eighties films and it was my goal to keep it 
simple. For whatever reason, horror films have 
become so over-stylized and visually overbear- 
ing that characters and story get washed away. 
My characters are simple, familiar, and old fash- 
ioned. I wanted them to be people I knew. Peo- 
ple from around school or the neighborhood. 
When these kids are trapped in an old amuse- 
ment park with a pair of killers, I wanted it to feel 
real. The ambiance needed to be captured. And 
I certainly think it came out that way. 

Directing and producing Scream Park has been 
a great experience for both myself and those that 
have been involved with it. I’ve always thought 
the film was made for horror fans by one, and I 
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hope everyone enjoys watching it as much as 1 
did making it. 




Cary Hill (Director, Writer) is making his feature film 
directorial debut with Scream Park. Even before the film’s completion, it 
was selected as the Guest of Honor in the 2012 Eerie Horror Film 
Festival. He also produced the film as well as writing it. 

He has interned on various film sets, including 2004’s Wlh and Wolf, and 
directed several music videos, including Seattle band Attack With Care’s 
first single “Bruiser.” 


Hill has several things in the works following Scream Park, including a short for a horror 
anthology slated to shoot in spring 2013.

Doug Bradley (Mr. Hyde) is an English actor known 
most for his iconic role of Pinhead in the Hellraiser series. In 
Hellhound: Hellraiser II. Bradley played the dual roles of 
Pinhead and Captain Elliot Spencer. In the 1970s, he and close 
friend (and schoolmate) Clive Barker founded a progressive 
theater group called “Dog Company." His most recent work 
includes narrating various songs for metal band Cradle of Filth, 
producing his own audiobook series ‘Spinechillers.’ Bradley 
was recently inducted into the Movie Monster Hall of Fame for 
his recurring role of Hellraiser’s Pinhead. 



Wendy Wygant (Jennifer) began her career path as the 
next scream queen in lOW'sMurderMachine! which was 
selected to open the Late Night Horror Film Festival. Her turn 
in independent film continues taking roles in Captain Happy Sun 
(2011) and Everyone Must Die! (2012). A veteran of the stage, 
she’s performed as the lead in Brigadixm, Clue, and 
Shakespeare’s The Tempest. 



Kevin ‘Ogre’ Ogilvie (Iggy) is a musician, performance 
artist, atid actor Always a fan of horror, his big screen debut was 
in Darren Lynn Bousman’s REPO: 'The Genetic Opera (2008) 
where he portrayed Pavi Largo as well as sang. He followed that 
performance with a turn in 200! Maniacs: T'ield of Screams 
(2010). He recently reunited with Bousman on The Devil's 
Carnival (2012) where he provided his voice for the song 
“Beautiful Stranger.’’ He is most noted as the lead singer of 
industrial music pioneer Skinny Puppy, for which he has been the 
lead singer for almost thirty years.
